The 
connecting of the Hardisty load on 
three phases instead of one provides 
r.uch better balanced voltage condi- | 
ions and you can be assured that as 
soon as it is possible to complete our 
installations in the power house that 
you will receive the service that you 
have a right to expect. 

The providing of service during the 
period of construction of a power 
plant is always a difficult problem as 
in the ordinary course of events the 
equipment would be fully installed 
and operated for a sufficient length of 
time to allow. of necessary adjust- 
ments being made before the service 
was Offered to the public. In this case 
however it was necessary to protect. 
as far as possible, services already 
in operation while at the same _ time 
completely remodelling the power 
house and in the case of Hardisty re- 
building the distribution system and 
changing the services from direct 
current to alternating current.

After the usual’ belated heat of Sept
